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BALDERS NORD 




AI.DKRS NORD stood 
swinging ;i hutje sledge 
over the anvil. W hite 
hot metal liegan, under 
his masterly strokes, to 
take sha]K'.

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This Western counlry m-day 
stands out as the greatest example 
of wholesale jjrogress and develop- 
ment of the afje. Superlatives are 
often mistrusted, hut look ahout 
you, si)an the whole world, no- 
where will you meet with dis])roving 
evidence. 

This settled, the question natural- 
ly arises, "Can this development l)e 
attributed to anything: 'f particular, 
outside of favorable conditions?" 
The answer is in the affirmative, 
and it involves a principle. The 
wonderful development of this 
country is <lue largely to the youth- 
ful strength, energy, and virility 
that have poured into it since the 
beginning of the great Western tni- 
gration in the United States. It 
was this strength of youth that 
stood the test of hardship and 
privation in the ])ioneer days : that 
toiled and wrcnight to make the soil 
yield its bounty and to bring to light 
the hidden wealth of the mines ; that 
built cities and towns, ports and 
harbors ; that laid the rails of steel 
and lifted the lines of wire that were 
to unify coiunumity and country : 
and that has since established in- 
dustries, nourished them through 
their infancy, and is managing them 
as they play their part in the world's 
work. 

It is this strength of youth that 
is to help mold the destiny of the 
great and vast country to the south 
of us, to <levelop its resources and 
possibilities so that it becomes an 
indispensable factor in the world's 
progress. 

This, then, is the young man's 
place in South America, and it 



might be said broadly that his 
chances and opportunities are those 
of the young man of fifty years ago, 
or less, in this western country. 
There are, however, important ele- 
ments not covered by this broad 
statement which are essentials to a 
clearer understanding of the situa- 
tion, and it is the i)urpose of this 
article to treat with a few of these. 

First of all a general principle 
must be laid down. 

The young man seeking a field 
of w^ork in Latin America to-day is 
not "pioneering" in the fullest sense 
of the term. That is, instead of 
setting his own standard of lan- 
guage and customs he faces the ne- 
cessity of adapting himself to an 
already established one. And right 
here is the factor that will have 
the greatest significance in his suc- 
cess or failure ; language, customs, 
beliefs, ideals, in Latin .\merica are 
decidedly different from those to 
which he has been accustomed in 
the L'nited States, and they are not 
going to be altered to suit him. 
And, indeed, why should he expect 
such? We expect the foreigner to 
adapt himself to conditions in our 
own country when he comes, and 
the fact that he realizes this is at- 
tested by the great number of nat- 
uralized foreigners with whom we 
every day come into contact in our 
commercial and even our social life, 
men and women with whom we as- 
sociate and do business because they 
are able to converse with us in our 
own tongue and because they have 
made our methods theirs. 

.Apply this ])rinciple to your own 
case as a prospective sojourner 
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among Latin American peoples and 
you have laid the foundations of 
your success. Failure to do so is 
the secret of most of the reported 
failures of North Americans in the 
south. You caimot hope for the 
hest, or even fairly good commercial 
or social relations with peoples 
whose customs and methods }ou do 
not observe, and even whose very 
tongue you cannot understand. 
This principle is assured in what 
follows : 

* * * * 

The young man of today is af- 
ter a specialist, and may be turning 
toward Latin America with a view 
to obtaining a field for his particu- 
lar line of work. Space prohibits 
consideration of any but a few of 
the most common lines of endeavor 
and only suggestive statements in 
regard to these. 

A general branch, but yet a dis- 
tinct one is that of salesmanship. 
Probably no country produces bet- 
ter all-round men along this line for 
home service than the L'nited States. 
In foreign fields, however, the de- 
mands upon a salesman are more 
exacting. Here in particular does 
his knowledge of the customs, lan- 
guage, and methods of his prospec- 
tive customers help or hinder his 
success. The "small" matters of 
courtesy" and form that make for the 
most amicable relations must be 
carefully looked to. The Latin 
.American above all others appre- 
ciates and ba.ses much upon these 
things, and . he may sorely try the 
])atience of the inexperienced Amer- 
ican salesman, who is generally anx- 
ious to "come to business" and get 
off to the next man. To sell to a 
Latin /\merican takes time and pa- 



tience, but the results, if the right 
tack is pursued, arc usually gratify- 
ing. The quicker the would-be 
salesman digests this fact the soon- 
er will he find success crowning his 
efforts. 

The growing increase in commer- 
cial exchange between North and 
South America, the active entrance 
of so many large manufacturers and 
exporters into Latin American 
fields, and the growing respect there 
for the "Made in U. S. A." brand, 
are all creating a demand for the 
experienced salesman, that will not 
soon be filled. 

The technically trained youth in 
looking to Latin America for an 
opening must rememlx'r that the 
demand for his services depends 
largely upon the amount of Ameri- 
can capital that is being used in the 
development of the country, be- 
cause, of course, the foreign engi- 
neer would be given the preference 
where foreign capital was involved. 
Up to the last year or two European 
ca])ital was doing imich more than 
.\merican capital in the develop- 
ment of Latin America, and con- 
sequently voung luiropean en"'- 
neers were to be found in far great- 
er numbers than were Americans. 
Ikit the events of the past two vea^s 
have changed the situation. Euro- 
pean capital for obvious reasons has 
been withdrawn from Latin Amer- 
ica, and for the same reasons will 
not Ix' put back for considerable 
time, if ever, to its former extent. 
The results of this have been too 
disastrous for Latin Americans to 
remain .satisfied, and as a result 
they are looking to the United 
States for the capital that was once 
suj)i)lied by Europe. 'Hie signs of 
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lilt' times indicate that United States 
caj)ital will respond, and respond 
earnestly, to the call. Latin Amer- 
ican ])ossibilitics are becoming more 
obvious each day and where Amer- 
ican cajMtal fjoes, there will the 
American engineer follow. 

ITiere will be opportunities in 
every branch of engineering, l)e- 
cause in every branch there is much 
to be accomplished. These oppor- 
tunities, however, must be sought. 
All that is going on in the develop- 
ment line should be kept in touch 
with and a tab kept on the projects 
already in the field and coming so 
that o])])ortmiities in the desired 
lines will not be overlooked. 'Hie 
various ])eriodicals, professional and 
trade journals, which report every 
move that capital makes in coinmer- 
cial and industrial development af- 
ford excellent means to this end. 
Information may also be secured di- 
rect from the concerns engaged in 
the work and open ears and eyes 
often catch valuable suggestions. 

I'nder this head may Ik- men- 
tioned the increasing activity along 
building lines. In the larger cities 
the tendency is to motlernize every- 
thing, and within the past few years 
nian\' magnificent buildings have 
ari.sen. The building among resi- 
dence districts has also been on the 
increase, along with the general 
growth. .\nd so with the seaside 
resorts' These places are frequent- 
ed by the elite and wealth of Latin 
America, and the expensive antl lav- 
ish structures sjieak for themselves. 
Sch(x)l buildings are being con- 
structetl to a considerable extent in 
parts of the country, and the clica])- 
ly constructed workman's home is 
rej^lacing the adobe hut of old. The 



increasing travel through South 
.America will mean many new hotel 
buildings and the rising tide of com- 
merce is even now strongly demand- 
ing better waterfront facilities. Oj)- 
poriunities along these lines, like 
others, must be sought out. 

IJroadly speaking, manufacturing 
in Latin .America is in its infancy, 
a natural result of limited produc- 
tion of raw material. Nevertheless 
there are quite a few American con- 
cerns in the field, and more are com- 
ing. One of the most recent enter- 
prises is the huge packing plant 
built by the .\riuour Company at 
La Plata, .Argentina. It is credited 
with being (jne of the largest and 
most modern ])lants in the world, 
and experts claim that it surpasses 
any in its mechanical design for ef- 
ficiency. It has extensive provi- 
sions for the manufacture of all the 
by-products of the packing industry 
and testimony to its vastness is the 
fact that it will employ some three 
thousand workers. It is interesting 
to note that not only the manager 
and superintendent, but the depart- 
ment heads and foremen will all be 
North .Americans. 

.Another example of Yankee en- 
terprise is the large factory now be- 
ing constructed in ISrazil by the 
Goodyear Rubber Company. By 
utilizing .Amazt)n rubber this fac- 
tor\- will endeavor to supply the 
whole of South America with rub- 
Ix-r goods of all descriptions. 

These examples are typical and it 
will be sure that they i)rovi(le for 
utilizing some im]X)rtant raw prod- 
uct of the respective countries. In 
turn they will stimulate the produc- 
tion of these materials. When the 
richness and vastness of the coun-

try at large is considered the light 
of op])ortunity is thrown Ixith npon 
the production and utilisation of 
raw materials. Tlie former, as the 
fundamental necessity of progress, 
is gradually increasing, and the field 
for the latter is growing in propor- 
tion. 

The j)rofessions, namely Law and 
Medicine, offer so little real oppor- 
tnnitv on account of the well filled 



efit of the opportunities offering 
themselves in Latin America, .\mer- 
ican banks must he established 
there. The appreciation of that 
fact among business men is so great 
that action is assured. Banks mean 
opportunities for \oimg bankers, 
and this movement will create a de- 
mand for the man with the re<|uire- 
ments. But one thing must be full\' 
a])i)reciated : the denian<l will be for

field and the excessive requirements 
that they do not come under the 
head of this article. The few cases 
of marked success along these lines 
would only constitute the exceptions 
that jirove the rule. 

The situation in regard to hank- 
ing opportimities may be summed 
up in short form. .\ system of 
loans and credits is an absolute es- 
sential in modern foreign commer- 
cial relations. Consequently if the 
United States is to gain the full ben- 



the V(jung man who regards his.for- 
eign field as a permanent one, who 
will remain and "grow up with the 
business." 

Xo countrv can exist to-day. com- 
mercially or economically, without 
])ro])er transportation facilities. 
.\nd -SO many rich and productive 
lan<ls in Latin .\merica, l>eforc they 
can be of great value, must Ix- 
ta])])ed by the railroad. It will bring 
development to these vast resources 
and in turn will be supported by 
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them. 'I'liis fact has Ik'cii respon- 
sil)le for the uii])rece(loiite<l actis'ity, 
(hiriiijf the later years, in railroad 
building in the Southern Republics. 
Thousands of miles of rails have 
been l iid, and the great movement 
for transportation indeijendence is 
on. -Xniericans have done .some of 
the best and most difficidt of this 
work. Perti's greatest railroad was 
built by a \orth American, and so 
was Chile's first road. The most 
difficult work on the Trans-.^ndean 
road wa.s constructed by American 
engineers, and I'olivia's system was 
])lanned by engineers from the L'ni- 
ted States. I-"urthermore, the "im- 
]) 'ssible'" ^ladeira-Maniore railwav 
was built by an .\merican caj^italist. 
.\nd as time passes, and lands after 
Imds are piercetl hv this great her- 
ald of pro,s])erity. we shall see 
.\inerican capital, American brains, 
.American engineers, still leading in 
the working out of Latin .America's 
great transportation problem. 

I'urthermore, of the ultimate in- 
tercontinental road between Xew 
York and I'uenos Aires, which will 
extend over ten thousand miles, 
there remain to be built but three 
thousand five hundred miles and at 
no point in the entire route is there 
a gap of over five hundred miles. It 
is difficult to comprehend the great 
im])etus that will be given to inter- 
commercial relations between Xorth 
and South .America by this achieve- 
ment, but it is something that is be- 
ing l<x)ked forward to by the |>eople 
of both continents and its comple- 
tion will mark the beginning of an 
era. 

It is not mere coincidence that 
brings agriculture to the fore when 
the subject of opportiniity is under 



discussion. Ft is the fact that man 
is completely de])endent for his very 
existence upon the soil. Conse- 
(|uently an o])|)ortunity to feed one- 
.self and to help feed the world is 
an opportunity of golden promise. 
.And comprising grain, fruit, and 
stock raising of practicall\ every 
variety the field of .Agriculture in 
Latin .America to-day is beyond a 
doubt the broadest and surest of- 
fered anywhere. It offers attrac- 
tions alike to the large and sni'dl 
scale ])r(jducer, the homeseeker. the 
agricultural specialist, and the in- 
vestor. 

In this age of scientific f irming, 
primitive methods are gradually 
losing out. they can no longer meet 
the demands for increased produc- 
tion. Alodern metho<ls then are sure 
to come in Latin .America, and the 
scientific producer is the coming 
feature in agriculture. He will find 
vast areas ready to s])ring fortii at 
his touch, in fact so great is their 
vastness and fertility that there is 
har<ll\- a limit to what his efforts 
and the efforts of capital can ac- 
complish. 

The countries of Latin .\merica. 
rerilizing these latent possibilities, 
stand ready and eager to help him 
who comes with the purpose of de- 
velo])ing them. Free lands are of- 
fered for cultivation, and even in 
cases transportation charges from 
Rurope or Xorth America are paid. 
The .\rgentine Republic, jjossessing 
some of the richest agricultural and 
grazing lands in the world, is a 
leader in this movement, and she is 
at the present time opening thou- 
sands of acres of rich land for the 
occu])ation of settlers. ( )f course, 
certain investments in cattle, houses. 
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fences, etc., are re(|uirod in onk'r to 
obtain these lands and the prospec- 
tive settler should have from five 
to six hundred dollars to invest in 
this way. However, the followini; 
conii)aris()n may show the advan- 
taj^es of this. The average fee 
charged to the foreign doctor, upon 
entering a Latin American country 
with the intention of j)ractising, for 
tlu' privilege of taking a compul- 
sory examination, ranges from about 
to S405. After that he is free 



h;is been the fact that the fruits of- 
ten brought to them by the natives, 
being so attractive to look at, are 
very unsatisfactory to the ta.ste. 
This is no puzzle at all when one 
considers the ])riniitive methods of 
growing that are prevalent among 
the natives. .\ scientific investiga- 
tor recently sunnned the situation up 
when be said that if these natives 
only applied a little scientific knowl- 
edge to their labors, the returns 
would be four-fold.

to begin his single-handed struggle 
for existence. ( )n the other band, 
by supplying the diiTerence between 
the examination fee and the capital 
required to .start init on one of the 
above mentioned free lands one 
would find his relative ])osition 
much more favorable. In the latter 
case a start has really b.^'en obtained, 
while in the former the start, with 
its attendant expenses and struggle 
is yet to be begun. 

Scientific fruit growing ])resents 
a wide and varied field in Latin 
America. .A source of wonder to 
man\' South American travelers 



.\n()ther f:icl ill U suggests a val- 
uable opijortunity. is the almost en- 
tire lack in South .\nurica of any 
of the species of fruit so common in 
the Xorth. such as aj)plcs.* pears, 
])eaclHs and ])lums. That these 
would iind a nady n-.arket is in<li- 
cated by the success of an l'"nglish- 
man, who beg in a]j|)le growing in 
one of the I atin .\nicricin coim- 
tries. r>y adding to his capacity for 
production he has reached the |)oint 
where he su])plies ajjples to all parts 
of So'.itb .Vmerica. and is exceeding- 
ly wealthy as a result. This is a 
sample of what can be done along 
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the line of introfkicing ])0])iilar 
North American fruits into South 
America. Aided by climate, soil, 
and scientific methods the fjrowcr 
has himself to blame if he does not 
succeed, and the alxn-e <|note(l ex- 
amples. 

Reference has already been made 
to the kindred industry of stock 
raising, the packing-house industry. 
The fact that such a plant as that 
described is a necessit}', as well as 
several otlier plants in different lo- 
calities, gives a fair idea of tiic im- 
portance of stock raising. Argen- 
tina is a leader in this industry, sup- 
])lying a great deal of the world's 
meat consumption, and the field is 
a broad and profitable one. A good 
thing to remember is the fact that 
in such an industry sufficient 
amount of capital will hasten re- 
sults and make them more profit- 
a1)lc. 

Truly this great- field is alive with 



ojjportunitics, and the time is not 
far off when vigorous, red blooded 
.\merican young manhood will be 
advancing to the front, as it has ever 
done, armed with the methods of 
this age of efficiency, to take its 
place among the world's producers, 
to make these rich lands of the 
South do all they are capable of do- 
ing. For this great i)roblem of to- 
day, involving countless opportuni- 
ties for the young man, and the de- 
velopment of a vast, fertile conti- 
nent, is one of world-wide need. To 
quote from one who is perhaps the 
best qualified man in the world to 
make such a statement, Luther Bur- 
bank, "Everything we eat and wear 
comes out of the ground * * *. 
^^'hat the world needs to-day is men 
who can do to agriculture and to 
horticulture what Edison did to 
electricity. Carnegie to steel, and the 
Vandcrhilts, Hills, and Harrimans 
to transportation — develop their ef- 
ficiencv."
